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PITTSBCRG IN THE

Statistics for Jast vear place Pittsburg at
the bead of the list as a freight originator.
New York, Philadelphia and Chicago sink
away below in the scale. The public bas
been slow to appreciate this fact and tbe
railroads bave been nearly as dilatory in dis-
covering our mecessities. Careful estimates
put the tonnage of this city ‘or lsst year at
the epormous total of 27,000,000 tons, re-
auiring 110,000 ears, with average loads of
20 tons to handle it. 1t has grown to such
eaormous proportions, too, without having
such railroad facilities and competition ss it
should have had.

For some sime past, however, railroad
managers have seen the significance of the
increasing (reight business of Pittsburg aad
vicivity and the moves recently made pub-
lic are the result. The South Penn road
was bagun at & time when this growing
traffic needed another outlet, snd If it bad
bieen completed the whole section of eoun-
try tribasary to Piusburg would have been
benefited. As it is, the relief is looked for
from the betterment of the systems already
handling the business.

The arrangement between the Baltimore
and Obio and Pittsburg and Western means
a better outlet Hast sud West, probably a
double track each way. At the same time
the Baltimore and Ohio is closing up the
deal with the Western Marylasd and Cam-
verland Valleyroad, by which traffic between
Philudelphia snd Pitisburg may be handled
more directiy than at present, by way of
the Reading road from Harrisburg. The
route is not quite so direct asthe Soutnh
Penn would bave been, but is much shorter
thau by way of Baltimuore and Washington.
The Pitisburg and Westero is brooght in as
s better outlet to Chiengo and the lakesand
this has been sccomplished chiefly throngh
the efforts of Messrs. Oliver and Caroegie,
whose heavy shippiog interests bhave made
the necessities of the case plain to them, The
Vauderbilt system has also made important
moves to shorten the distance between East
and West with special reference to getting
nesrer to this city. These movements were
first disclosed by THE DISFATCH some time
ago.

There is much cause for congratulation
in ail this for this ecity. The recogoition
comes tardily from the railroads, and only
when foreed upon them by the irresistible
logic of events. Amnd this is the gratifying
feature of the mstter that if Pitisbuorg has
been able to scoomplish so much while bam-
pered by lack of facilities, with incressed
means of commuuication there is no end to
her possibilities. There is one other plain
conclusion to be drawn, The increased
business following the promised competition
threatens to be more than the better facili-
ties will be equal to unless the Lake Erie
and Obio eanal shall be added to care for
the heavier freight. The movement for
this laiter project may have had something
to do with the awakeniong of the railroads
to the importance of Piusburg as a freight
produper.

JURISDICTION ASSUMED,

The Supreme Court assumes jurisdiction
in the application for & writ of prohibition
upon the court of Alsska without appearing
to eare whether it interferes with a
diplomatic negotiation or not. To most peo-
ple this will seem right. It is merely a de-
claration that the Supreme Court of the
United States has jurisdiction over all of
the courts of the United States, however
formed. Thetrouble is with the diplomatic
end of the Government which has taken an
untenable position. - And whether the Su-
preme Court sustaine the diplomatic de-
partment later on, or throws it ont of court
will depend altogether on the correctness or
falsity of its position. If the claims of
Secretary Blaine are just the Bupreme Court
will sustain them and the admivistration
can count on the support of every loyal
citizen of the country, but if the claims are
based upoo fulse premises the fuct is well
discovered that the sgitation may end. We
want our rights in Bering Sea, but we want
mothing more.

THE TWO EXTREMES.

The views of the new Kansas Senators on
the subject of railroad regulation form the
subject of the especial animadversions of
our brilliant cotemporary the New York
Sun. That journslistic orb turns its rays to
the illumination of Judge Peffer’s corporate
poliey as follows:

But it is as an avowed advocate of the policy
of confiscating railroads that Mr, Peffer is the
most original and fanatical. He orop that

tion into the especial task of eariching the
railway eorporations and the men who
wanipulate them.

Thus if Senator Peffer has really main-
tained =s a serious policy that railroads
should be reduced to bankraptcy without
regard to the ability of the management or
the solidity of their capitalization he has
sdvocated an unreasonable thing. Butitis
not more unreasonable than the Wall street
view that the Government must ensct pros-
perity for highly watered roads and inter-
pose legal barriers to protect them from the
consequences of their recklessness and mis-
management. It may be wild to say thata
reasonable rate should be fixed without re-
gard to cost of bmilding or capitalization;
but it is not more se than to hold that the
reasonable rate must be fixed by pools above
the level that would be fixed on the
basis of modern conditions. Perhaps it is
coufisoatory to propose that the Government
shall build a trunk line road to hold down
rates by its competition; bt what Is to de-
mand that the Government shall close up
two trunk lines which for twenty yests have
dooe thirty per cent of the transportation
from the northwest to the seaboard, in order
that the remaining tronk lines may profit
by the removal of their competition. To
call for the reduction of rates 10 a losing
basis is destructive; but to demand that the
Government shall reverse the legal policy
of centuries and relieve the powerful cor-
porations from the competition which every
shopkeeper and grocer must endure, is op-
pressive. The wildest vagaries of Peffer
are not more -subversive of the axioms
of economy or more destructive of a demo-
eratie prosperity for all classes than the
accepted and professed policy which the
Wall strest interests are constantly urging
upon legislative bodies. 4

If Wall street will remove the beam of
special corporate privileges from its eve,
perhaps it can see more clearly bow to join
in the task of extracting the motes of re-
taliatory legislation from the Ksvsas optie.

SEMOTHERING RECIFROCITY.

A very lively allegation was made in Sat-
urday’s debate in the House over the diplo-
matic and consular appropriation bill by
Mr, MeCreery, a leading Democrat on the
Committee on Foreign Relations. This alle-
gation may be discredited as a bit of parti-
sanship; but its importance, both as a polit-
ical indication and as bearing on legislation
for the advancement of business interests,
calls for more attention than has been given
it

The statement isihatno less than seventeen
mensures designed to carry out the policy of
reciprocal trade with other Awerican coun-
tries have been favorably passed upon by the
Committee on Forelgn Relstions. The pol-
iey of reciprocity, it may be remembered,
was fully outlined and advocated by Mr.
Blsive last year, and was formally en-
grafted on the tarifl’ bill as & result of the
Secretary of State’s srguments, The meas-
ures recommended by the Committee
on Foreign Relations were designed
to further  reciprocal trade with
the countries represented at ihe
Pan-American Congress, and to carry out
the policy which has been the leading feat-
ure of Mr, Blaine's administration of the
State Department. But haviog approved
these measures, the Committee on Foreigo
Relstions applied to the Committee on Rules
to have days set on which they wereto be
considered and passed, and were informed
that but one day would be allowed for the
who'e seventeen bills, As that davy was the
vne on which the consular and diplomatic
appropriation bill was also to be considered,
namely, last Saturday, it was evident, aec-
cording to Mr. MecCreery's statement, that
the House would be permitted to do nothing
for reciprocity this Copgress.

The memberahip of the House Committee
on Rules, which has the “steering” power

for all measures, gives ihis statement a

decided significance. The Republican ms-
Jjority of that commuttee consists of Speaker
Beed, Mr. McKinley and Mr. Cannon. The
personal motives which these gentlemen have
for not desiring to hasten to suppori Mr.
Blaine's great policy are widely known.
Mr. Reed’s aotagonism of Mr. Blaine

dates long  before the present Coo-
gress, while Mr. McKinley's feeling
toward the Becretary for compelling

the modification of his pet tariff measure to
the reciprocal peolicy is the reverse of grate-
ful. It is possible to explain this action
on other grounds than that of satisfying
personsl grudges. Possibly the House lead-
ers recognize that so much time has been oc-
cupied ia their grand policy of maintaining
political supremsoy by sot of Congress that
nonecan be wasied on mere messures to ad-
vance the nation’s business interesis. But
the affuir also affords ground for the charge
that these gentlemen, having found their
grand schemes turning to dust and ashes,
took this method to prevent Mr. Elaine's
policy for the extension of American trade
from securing any favorable legislation
whils they retain their grip on the House
machinery.

It is not necessary to decide whelher the
pressure of public business or private
grudges inspired the suppression of these
reciprocal measures, as asserted by Mr, Mo-
Creery. The fact remains that the course
of the House leaders has been to spend
the eotire session in tryiog to force the
passage of measures for partisan benefit,
and consequently little or nothing has been
done in the way of needed business legis-
lation. Other important business measures
have been sacrificed with reeiprocity,
though none of them were strangled 1n so
marked a way. Nor had any hsd a better
right to command attention of & Republican
Congress than reciprocity, It farnished
the one feature of the Republican policy
during the present asdministration that has
rizen to the plane of broad internationsl

the Government, 5tate and oational, shall fix
upon a ren-onable compensation for the trans-
portation of freight and passengors, “without
refarsnce to the cost of building or capitaliza-
tion or indebledness, either bonds or stock, but
with reference solely to what the work can be
dome Tor on the basis of modern conditions™
Then the Government is to bufld a system of
double-lrack inter-State commerce railronds,
to be paid for in cash, and to belong te the
people as & bighway or court bouse belongs to
them. Thus irapsportation st cost would be
pecared, and “creditors of railroad companies
wonld tinally get the roads at just what they
would sell for in the open market.™ All rail-
romds operated by corporations would have to
come down o this Government cost standard
or retire from business, in which case as Mr.
Pefler remarks with much satisfaction, “their
lands will revert to the original owners.”

This wild Western and, possibly, woelly
method of disposing of all the transportation
problems of the day is ealeulated to arouse
4 Butter inthe environs o! Wall street. It
is uo wonder that the Sun rises up to ex-
elaim: *"This is the kind of hayseed, Social-
ist, and Junatical economist whom the Kan-
sok farmers prefer to & siatesman and a
schelar.™ The idea that legislation shall
be directed 10 the reduction of railwaya to

manship, It was designed to spread
the commerce of the United States and to
draw closer our relations with neighboring
pations. Thig broad and beneficial policy
is postponed if not sacrificed, because the
House leaders regard it as more important
to pursue a futile sttempl to maintain Re-
publicsn supremacy in the House by act of
Congress.

I! Messrs. Reed, McKinley and Cannon
are not able to make an effective disclsimer
of the charge that they took this action to
satisfy their personal dislikes and disap-
pointments, the matter will be a remark-
abe ending of the career of one of them as
Speaker and of the other two as members of
Congress.

BREACH OF PROMISE SUITS.

The question whetber notions for breach
of promise to marry shall be abolished is
making some discussion in the East, A
large nuwber of ladies bave exjiressed them-
sclves as opposed to the jaw which permits
the recovery of damagés for wounded nffec-
tions. On the other hand some lesding
lawyers stick to the legal theory that an an-
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suspicion that the legal fraternity would not
like to see a class of actions cat off which
vields fat fees; while the female opinion
against breach of promise suits is certainly
disinterested, 85 no ope but & woman was
ever known to get damuges from a breach of
promise suit.

Of course no woman of refinement or
deliency of feeling would ever bring a
breach of promise suit. In the first place
she would not wish a man to marry her
who is not desirous ‘of doing so, and will
consider berself happily freed from a suitor
who is not iospired by genuine love, or
whose affection has died out. In the nexti
place, apart from these sensible considera-
tions, the parading in court of the delicate
details of courtship, or the sentiments of a
rejected love, is sbsolutely prohibitory of
such saits.

This may seem to be an srgument for the
abolition of breach of promise cases; but it
is mot necessarily so. The law looks at
marrisge in s coldly business light. As
already said, the sentiments of refinement
which forbid those who look upon mar-
riage as a union of love, will prevent them
from engaging in such suits. But thoss
who look upon marrisge as e business en-
terprise may need that protection against
triflers. Moreover breach o! promise cases
may serve a uselul example to society at
large, as & warniog not to have anvthing to
do with the people who get mixed up with
them.

THE CHARTER ALL RIGHT.

Pittsbure made several important disoov-
eries yesterday, among them being the fact
that it is really & eity of the second class in
this Commonwealth and a city of the first
class in commercial importance. The courts
sustained the eity charter and the general mu-
nicipal government, leaving ouly the street
improvement laws wrecked by the wayside.
This leaves a good foundation, at least, and
our legislators at Harrisbarg may de-
vote their best energies to pushing through
the bills to remedy the street trouble, All
will then be well with us once more.

EIGHT HOURS IN THE MINES.

It would be hard to seleot a branch of in-
duostry in which the eight-hour system can
more easily be given a fair experimeat than
in the mining industry. It is therefore a
satisfactory announcement that the miners’
orgenisation has determined to put the
system into practical operation and are
negotiating with the operators to that end.

The experiment is much simplified in this
industry. In coal mining a larger propor-
tion of wages is paid on the basia of the
amount of work done thaffin any other of
its size and importsnce. The vast bulk of
coal mined ispaid for by the ton. If less
coal is mined by the eight-bour system than

' in ten hours the miners will be the chief

losers. 1f as much can be done by the man
who puts in eight hours of good work as by
the one fatigued by ten hours, they makesa
clear gain of two hours for rest and recrea-
tion. If the individual loses something by
the change, but the labor of the entire in-
dustry gains by affording more work for all
under the restrioted hours, the workers will
have made the chiel sacrifice for the benefit
of that lsboring interest as a whole.

It should grestly facilitate the making
of this experiment that the miners who pro-
pose it sccept by far the greater part of the
husard and loss. It is not in their casea
proposition to do eight hours’ work for ten
hours’ pay, but to work eight hours and be
paid for what they do in that time. Or
course, it must be recognized that around
every mine more or less work is paid for by
the day or week. Bul the proportion of this
labor is so small in comparison with other
industries that it ought to be easy to adjust
matters so as to give it a fair trial,

For these reasons if the miners are de-
sirous of trying the eight-hour system there
should be no serions obstacle in their way.
They can give the shorter hours a fair trial,
mainly at their own expense if there is any
loss in it, and the experiment, if sucoessful,
will afford valuable instruction fo labor at
large.

NEW LEGISLATIVE TACTICS

Our own House of Representatives, at
Harrisburg, is putting on new girs and in-
dulgiog in revolutionary prooeedings, at the
dictation of the "Granger” Speaker, if ad-
vices from there are correct. It having ap-
peared by & call of the House that » guorum
was present, while s vote just previounsly in-
dicated no quorum, the Speaker set out to
force a voting quorum by declaring any
member not voting in contempt. This is
something of an improvement upon Mr.
Reed’s system of counting & quorum, but
will hardly meet with much more public ap-
proval.

" Ix entering a protest against the election
of Calvin 8. Brice as United States Benator in
Congresa from Ohlo, the Republicans of the
Ohio Legislature probably furnished a peg on
which to hang an investigation regarding Mr.
Brice's residence by the United States Benate.
What the Senate will do in the matter can only
be conjectured. It will probably be governed
by couflicting partisan prejudice on the one
hand and Mr. Brice's “influence™ on the other.
Meantime the plain, everyday citizen will care
less whether Mr, Brice is a resident of Ohio or
New York than he will for the sad reflection
that he will probably represent neither State so
much as the powerful corporate interests he ia
connected with.
